REVIEW OF ACTIVITIES OF SUBCOMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE 
3- Discussion: 


The Chairman of the Subcommittee on Agriculture commented 
briefly on the SC’s current activities and plans for the future. 

Fiscal Year 1957 was devoted largely to the preparation of a report on 
Policies, Performance, and Prospects of Soviet Agriculture . This 
report, yhich is nearing completion, will fill many gaps in economic 
intelligence on Soviet agriculture. It was noted that the SC's Terms 


of Reference were approved in 1951 and do not reflect changes in the 
concept and functions of subcommittees since that time. The SC Chair 
man was. asked if he thought it would be useful to broaden the SC’s 
work so as to cover non-Bloc areas . He stated that the SC had long 
felt the need for such extension and thought that additional activi- 
ties covering important non-Bloc problems would be fruitful. 


b. Action: 


The Subcommittee was commended for its activities. It was
